PLANTING  INSTRUCTION 

When  you  receive  your  plants  see  that  the 
roots  are  moist  and  keep  them  that  way.  These 
plants  will  be  pruned  ready  for  planting.  Plant  so 
that  the  crown  is  even  with  top  of  ground.  Water 
thoroughly  every  2  or  3  days  for  first  week,  then 
maintain  a  good  growing  moisture.  Plant  where 
they  can  get  a  good  supply  of  sunlight.  Keep  grass 
from  choking  out  roses.  Do  not  let  any  fertilizer  come 
in  direct  contact  with  the  roots.  Rotted  dairy  ma¬ 
nure  is  excellent  fertilizer.
